him by paying the difference be- 
tween the license and the floor 

space. 

Ald. Griesbach asked the city 
solicitor if the city had any power 
to collect a license from a com- 
pany having a Dominion charter 
entitling it to do the things for 
which the city’ proposed to license 
it. 

City Solicitor Beck stated that 
the National Trust held a charter 
under the Foreign Companies Or- 
dinance, and that ihe law most 
distinctly provides that no li- 
cense can be collected by any 
municipality from such a com- 
pany for engaging in the business 
in which it is empowered to en- 
gage by its charter. 

The City Solicitor and the com- 
missioners were deputed to look 
into the National Trust Com- 
pany’s charter and learn whether 
or not it was entitled by Dominion 
franchise to do a real estate busi- 
ness, and if so that no license fee 
be collected. 

Among the communications the 
first was a letter from Solicitor 
Beck asking for a raise of salary. 
He pointed out that last year’s 
council was of the opinion — that 
the salary should be raised to $75 
a month, but had left the matter 
over for this council to decide. 

Commissioner Kinnaird stated 
that his understanding was that 
the whole question of salary was 
to have been gone into and the 
entire schedule re-arranged when- 
ever necessary. 

Ald. Latta—‘I think we should 
do it every year.” 

Ald. Griesbach—* I understood 
that last year we set the salaries 
for the next three years.” — 

Ald. Mays and Latta moved 
that the city solicitor’s letter be 
referred to the commissioners to 
consiger when reporting on re- 
commendations as to salaries. 

A letter was read from _ the 
school board inquiring what had 


happened to their petition with 
regard to the nuisances around 


the Norwood school, namely the 
Williamson Bros. slaughter house, 
the nuisance ground and the 
houses of ill fame. 

Solicitor Kinnaird said that

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A PLAN TO TAX ALBERTA'S 
RAILWAYS 

At a banquet of Claresholm Liber- 
als on Thursday evening Mr. Malcolm 
McKenzie, M. P. P., of Macleod, re- 
plying to the toast ‘“‘The Alberta Lelis- 
lature,” brought up the question of the 
possibility of taxing the railways in 
the province for revenue purposes. Mr. 
McKenzie is reported to have said: 

“Not being a member of the Gov- 
ernment, and not being in their se- 
crets, I cannot tell you what meas- 
ures they propose to introduce at 
our first session; but, looking over 
the list of possible legislation, I be- 
lieve it will be our duty to the ,peo- 
ple of the province to pass legisla- 
tion amending and readjusting the 
laws as to legislation so as to com- 
pel the different industries in the 
province to bear their just and equal 
proportion of the expense of admin- 
istering our affairs. 

“It is an old and sound principle 
of taxation that persons should pay 
according to their ability to pay. 
Some of the industries in this province 
which have made the largest earn- 
ings and profits within the province 
have practically contributed nothing to 
the expense of administration. 

“I have reference to the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Co., in particular. 
The portion of the railway buiJt under 
the original charter is ex¢mpt from 
taxation in the province in the ordin- 
way in which taxation is levied

on railways in Canada. 


line, including stations and _ station 
grounds and fixed property are 
exerapt. 


“Their rolling stock and movable 
property is exempt and so is the 
capital stock. In the exemption clause 
of the act incorporating the charter 
there is nothing said as to their profits 
earnings and as taxation is the rule 
and exemption the exception, I believe 
that I am not alone in that belief nor 
am I by any means, the first to sug- 
gest it; I say I believe it is within 
the powers of the legislature of this 
province to pass legislation compell- 
ing this corporation to pay taxes on its 
gross earnings within the province, and 
if it is within our power to do so, 
it is certainly our duty to the people 
of the province te pass such legisla-~ 
tion at the earliest possible moment. 

“A gtatute creating an exemption 
from taxation is a statute which 
naturally increases the burden on cer- 
tain classes of people by reducing it 


on others, and the courts construe such | 


a statute strictly. If, Mowever, the 
courts will not uphold us in this con- 
tention, we still have this corporation 
in our power for purposes of taxation;

tion, and as the province nas exclusive 
power of direct taxation for the pur- 
pose of raising a revenue in the prov- 
ince, it may be possible to impose 
fair contribution to the revenue by 
such atax on the portion of the road 
within our jurisdiction as will be a 
the portion of the system within the 
province. I have no artagonism to 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Co., 
and Iam not speaking in a spirit of 
retaliation. I am simply suggesting 
that they and all other corporations 
within the province should pay a fair 
and just tax and contribute like the 
rest of us to the expense of admin- 
istration. Under our powers of di- 
rect taxation in the province, there is 
no rule that the tax shall be uniform 
or that it shall not discriminate. It 
might therefore be possible that the 
powers of the province to impose a 
discriminating tax might be used to 
produce a condition of uniformity in 
taxation between the C. P. R. and oth- 
er railways and instilutions. I believe 
in a uniform tax on railways to put 
them on a fair footing for competi- 
tion, but if one pays taxes and the 
other does not, this condition does not 
exist.”

AUTOMATIC TELEPHONES 
(Western Municipal World) 

One of the questions prominently be- 
fore the Edmonton public at ihe present 
time is that of the modernizing of the 
city telephone system. To anyone who 
has used the present ‘phones it is sup- 
erfluous to say that an entirely new 
system is required, but then comes the 
question, ‘‘W‘iich is the best system ?” 
The matter has been discussed again 
and again by the late city council, and 


now occupies the attention of the new, ! 


with the result that an expert will 
be called upon to give an unbiased 
opinion before any change is made. 

In any event the lines will be remov- 
ed from the poles and placed under- 
ground in conduits, and the all-metallic 
system will be employed, that is, the 
ground will cease to form part of the 
necessary circuit, connection being re- 
placed by wire. The main difference 
of opinion is in the instruments, wheth- 
er the automatic,. a comparatively 
recent invention shill supercede it in 
the city. The council and probably 
the greater number of the citizens fav- 
or the latter, but few probably under- 
stand its principles. 

The telephone at present in use, re- 
quires the user to call up a central of- 
fice, where the operator makes the con- 
nections with the telephone to which it 
is required to speak. In the automatic 
system the central office contains a 
machine which makes the connections 
automatiically without the assistance 
ef a human operator. The user has a 
telephone somewhat similar in  con- 
struction te the old-fashioned one, but 
with a dial. The user himself, on this 
dial calls up the number of any tele- 
phone on the system. After completing 
the number he presses a bell which 
rings in the office of the person with 
whom he desires to speak. The line 
between these two telephunes is an ab- 
solutely private one so that no person 
can overhear. The connection can be 
made as quickly as one can ring up 
and call the attention of the opcrator, 
and a greater advantage is that the 
line can be cleared at once. So that 
supposing you wished to speak to 100 
persons on 100 different phones, you 
could call up each in rotation, deliver 
the message, cali up the next, and in 
each case have an absolutely private 
wire. Then again, any place. located 
as Edmonton is, with another central 
at Strathcona, it is possible to have 
another automatic centrai in Strathcona 
with a sufficient number of trunk lines 
connecting the two places, so that the 
patrons using the system would have 
an absolutely private wire. That is 
to say, after the user has cailed the 
Strathcona central, he can then call 


the required number. If there were 
twenty trunk lines, and ten of them 
were engaged, central would automat- 
ically step up until an unengaged wire 
is secured. 

The advantage of the system is the 
additional speed, the economy, and the 
secrecy which atiead its opoperations.
